Former Aid to Cabanne in Film 
Venture Wanted on Bad Check 
Oharge in Kansas Oity.

NEW YORK, Jan. 24.—Gov. 
Smith cas agreed to the extradi- 
tion to Missouri of Alexander Bey- 
fuss, who was manager of William 
Christy Cabanne’s effort to estab- 
lish a St. Louis movie producing 
concern, and who is charged in an 
affidavit filed in court in Kansas 
City with having passeq $19,850 in 
bad checks there. 
| Beyfuss, who is 837 years old and 
lives at the Allerton Apartments, 
45 East Fifty-fifth street, was ar- 
raigned Tuesday. He sought to 
delay the case unsuccessfully. <A 
final decision as to his extradition 
has not been reached in court. Bey- 
fuss, who described himself as “for- 
merly associated with Cabanne,” 
intimated that he might drop ef- 
forts to prevent his return to face 
the charge. 

Beyfuss, it wak learned here, 
went to Kansas City with letters 
of introduction to numerous prom- 
inent men, on the strength of 
which he was put up at the Kan- 
sas City Club. One of the men 
who introduced him there was 
Jack V. Keenan, general manager 
at Kansas City for the Internation- 
al Life Insurance Co. of St. Louis, 
who «made the complaint against 
Beyfuss.

Born in 
Paris in the year 1783, she was the 
daughter of the immortal Jo- 
sephine Beauharnais by her first 
husband.
